At this he briskly, and moſt audacioully, 
reply'd to me, without the leaſt Concernment 
char I could obſerve, Confeſs'd!

Ot theſe there was one Captain Lawe mcn- 
tion'd both Dy Young and his Wife. And thcy 
boaſted mach of his concurring Teſt: mw. 
when he ſhould appear. Yet of him 1 have 
nothing more to ſay, than that I find, there. 
really was ſuch a Man as Lawe, a Prifoncr too 
In Newgate , ' And freed from thence the 
Fifth day of Auguſt 1691: A Captain, Young 
fid, he was ; and he night as cafily make 
him ONE, as he made himſelf a Prieſt':. which: 
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(I thank GOD tor theChurches ſake) he was 
no otherwiſe than in Fiction. 

How this Captain got his Liberty, I have

And when one would have 
thought he ſhould have been quite over- 
whelni'd with what his Colleague confeſſed, 
he had the Face, in ſo honourable a Preſertce, 
with a prodigious and immutable Turg of Im- 
pudence, to impute Blackhead's Conteſſion

As to R. Young therefore, I will firſt give 
a true Draught in little of his whole Lite :

Yet, after all, I find the Name of Young 1s 
moſt hkely tro pay all his Scores? for, not- 
withitanding his many Divings under other 
Diſguiſes, 1t has ſo happened, that he has ſtill 
riſen up again at laſt, in his own true Name of 
Robert Young. Ks 
There may be alſo as great a Controver- 
fie raiſed, What Country-man he 1s. In ſome 
of the Original Papers m my keeping, he 
paſſes for an Iriſh-man; in ſome for a Scot- 
aſh-man;- in his own Letters ( which I have 
the leaſt Reaſon of all to believe, and being 
my ſelf an Engliſh-man, Iam moſt unwilling 
to believe, ) he gives himſelf out for an Eng- 
Iiſh-marr,” born at Cheſter. Wherefore, till I 
am more familiarly acquainted with him, than 
he himſelf: ſays .I am, I muſt be forc'd to 
leaye his Country uncertain:. Though I am 
confident there will be no great Contenticn 
or Emulation between the Three Kingdoms, 
to which of them he owes his Birth. 
'Þ In - 
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In the ſame Letters, wherein-he ſays he was 
born at Cheſter, he affirms, . 7 hat his Grandfa. 
ther was Sir Peter Young's Son, and his Grand. 
mother the Duke of. Lenox's Daughter. Had he 
really been deſcended trom Sir Peter Toung, ] 
might ſtill urge, that he 1s the more to blame 
in rendring Az Honeſt Stock, as he calls it 
there, infamous, Þy making 1t degenerate in- 
to the moſt enormous Crimes. =” 

But how can I credit him in this matter of 
his Extraction from Sir Peter Young,and the Illu- 
ftrious Houſe of Lenox; when in the very ſame 
Paper there follows immediately that which, 
to my Knowledge, 1s a horrid Lye ; That he 
was Ordained Prieſt by the Biſhop of Clogher; 
For I ſhall give infallible Proof, that his Prieſts 
Orders he only impoſed on himſelf, by hs 
own falſe Hand. | 

But to clear up this whole Buſinefs, I have 
alſo by me a true Copy of an Account he 
gave of himſelf ; wherein; quite forgetting 
this Romance of his being a Cheſhire Man, 
and his near Kindred to the Duke of Lenox, 
he gives this Narrative of his own Life.

That he had all the Book-Money; that is, the 
Fees for Marriages, Burials and Chriſtenings, 
there being 10 other Pariſh-Church but the Ca- 
thedral : That he lid in the Biſhop's Houſe 
til his Death ſince Chriſtmas : That, Two 
Years before, he Marrid the Biſhop's Houſe- 
keeper : That he had Teſtimonials from the Col- 
' lege of Dublin; And was Ordain'd by his own 
Biſhop. © ” 5 
Now would not any plain honeſt Man 
take this to be a ſimple and true Narrative of 
the Mans Birth , his Education , and Con- 
 verfation? But nothing 1s more certain 
s than that every Line almoſt of all this 15 
| full of groſs Falſhoods. And, as Ill-Luck 
would have it, after he and his repu- 
ted Wife had rambled over England tor di- 
vers Years, and cheated Multitudes of well- . 
SS E 32 | diſpos'd 
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diſpos 4 Perſons by the help of Falſe and Ly 
ing Certificates, they being at laſt appre- 
nended and impriſon'd at Bury, as you will 
hear, confefs'd before the Magiſtrates, That 
all their Teſtimonials and Recommendations, 
were Falſe, and Forg'd. 

| Wherefore it is time for me to teave ſtill 
in the dark, as I find 1f, that Age of Mr. 
Young's Life, which he has made either to 
be meerly fabulous, or ſo mixt with Truth 
and Fable, that there is no diſtinguiſhing be- 
eween them. I now apply my ſelf to that 
part of it, which, from ungoubted Teſtimo- 
' ny, I can affirm to be Hiſtorical. And I ſhall 
date the beginning of thus Period about the 
Year 1650. |

famous Exploit, that occtirs to me worthy of 
himſelf, was his Marrying a ſecond Wife, 
Mary Hutt, whilſt his firſt lawful Wife Anne 
Teabſly was living ; with whom he had Co- 
habited Five Years, and had Three Children 
by her.

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| Deacons Orders by the Hands of the Biſhop 
of Killaloo ; whom he circumvented by forg- 
ing the Archbiſhop of Caſhel's, the' Biſhop 
of Waterford's; and other Clergy-mens Hands, 
to Falſe, but very ample Teſtimonials of his 
Morals, and Learning. - . 
But as for his Prieſts Ordets, he was be- 
holding to no Biſhop for them : He had on- 
ly recourſe to his own incomparable Faculty 
of counterfeiting Hands and Seals ; fo that 
if that ſame Dr. Hookes, you wot of, had been 
but an honeſt Man, he night eaſily have 
found out the Falſe Prieſt, without ever trou- 
bling himſelf to write to me about him. 
However, being after this manner Or- 
dain'd Deacon, and having Ordain'd himſelt 
Prieſt, he got to be entertain'd as a Curate, 
farſt at 7allogh in the Dioceſe of Waterford: ;, 
whence , for divers Crimes, he run away 
with another Man's Horſe, which he never 
reſtored: Then at Caftle-Reah in the County 
of Roſcommon, whence he was forc'd to flee - 
tor getting-a Baſtard: And laſtly, at Kildalli 
- in the Dioceſe of Kilmore. 
Nor had he been long 1n this laſt Cure, bur; | 
he was accuſed, for many Hemous Offences, 
| before the Biſhop of that See; who at the time 
p OE : ; 
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of my writing this, 1s the Moſt Reverend 
Archbiſhop of Dublin : Whoſe juſt Deſcrip- 
tion of tt; Man, I ſhall give in its due place ; 
wherein his Grace has repreſented him, as the 
molt Impudent, Lying, Profligate Wretch on 
the Face of the Earth. 

Wherefore to eſcape the Juſtice of his Dio- 
cclan, who knew him ſo throughly ; he 
fled into the Dioceſe of Raphoe: But being 
purſued thither, and trac'd out by the No- 
toriety of ſome of his New Pranks, he was 
apprehended by my old Friend Biſhop Hop- 
kins, and firſt impriſon'd at Lifferd ; then re- 
moved to the Goal of Cavan : Where hewas 
preſently loaded with many of his former 
Crimes ; eſpecially for having Two Waves - 
then living ; Simon Hutt, the Father of the 
ſecond, being then an Inhabitant and Inn- 
keeper in Cavan. : PLE 

Whercupon the good Biſhop of Kilmore, 
now Archbiſhop of Dublin, tearing R. Young 
might come to be hang*d in his Gown, de- 
graded him from his Orders ; if I may call 
them his, ſince the one of them he had ſur-: 
repppoutly gotten, the other was really none 
at all. 

Shortly after he was Indicted, and hows

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have been Try'd for his having two Wives : 
But he had ſo order'd the matter, by an ad- 
mirable Artifice, ( which I ſhall * cell by 
and-by,) that the rwo Women could never 
be brought-together ar his Traal, to OWN hin 
for their Husband. 

By this means he was diſcharg'd of a 
Crime, whereof I ſhall preſently give mani- 
feſt Proofs, beſides his own Contcſſion, under 
his own Hand ; which,. I hope, the Reader 
will not think he did Counterfeit too. - 

But ſtill being in Cavan Gaol for Fees and 
Debts contratted there, to free himſelfthencg 
he made Application to the Duke of Ormond,

dom; pretending, That 1f he were once out 
of Priſon, and had Leave to appear before: 
his Grace, he could make notable Diſcove- 
ries of dangerous \Plots againſt the Govern- 
ment; in which ſome of the Nobility, and:

appeared againſt me. before the Lords, to 
juſtifie the A/oczation. So that from that time 
we hear nothing more of his true Wite Ann 
Zeabſley. It ſeems he then entirely caft her 
_ off, after he had allurd her, by the molt ſo- 
lemn Vows of living with her alone, and for 
ever renouncing the other, to be the chief 
Inſtrument of his not being conyicted at Ca- 
van ; and that by no leſs than a downright 
 Perjuring her {elf for his Sake. 


But 
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But whatever became of her, 1t 1s certain, 
that it was with Mary Hutt he fled into En- 
gland, 1n orabourthe Year-r683. And from 
that tine to this, they have run a conſtant 
uninterrupted Race of all kinds. of Wicked- 
neſs in this Kingdom; ſcarce- ever paſſing a 
Month, or a Weck, of theſe Fleven Years, 
withour enher being aftually in ſome Priſon, 
or committihg ſuch: Crimes as deſery'd the 
deepeſt Dungeons. . 

The firſt News I hear of hum, after his 
Arrival in England, was upon his making Ap- 
plication to the Venerable Archbiſhop Sar- 
croft, tor ſome Employment m our Church.

But we may be ſure the Peritioner., or her 
Husband, - carame no more -to Lambeth, for 
an Anfwer-ro' the Reference. They took 
ſhorter way, and much cafier to themſelves; 
they. forg'd a favourable Report upon the Pe- 
tition, under the Archbiſhop and Biſhop of 
London's Hands and Seals; by Virtue of 
which (together with the Archbiſhop's true 
Hand and Seal, which they had gotten by 
chance, and afhx'd a falſe Recommendation: 
to it) they wander'd a long fume over" Eng-. 
tand, ſometimes together , ſometimes aſun-

The Lord in this Alarming A&t 
of his ſpeaks not to Famaica or America only, but 
to usalſo ; He calls aloud to us to conſider what he 
has done there, that we- may acknowledge his terri- 
ble Majeſty, and fin no more againſt him: Had we 
had no awakins Experience of his mighty Power 
here, yet the certain Account'of what he has done 
elſewhere, ihould mind us of our Duty, leaſt their 
Caſe ſhould become ours ; which Duty ſeems emi- 
nently included in the word Rzghteouſnefs, py, even 
all that to which we are ob/zpged by Rules of Equity 
and Juſtice, or ſhould be iclined to by a Principle of 
Mercy and Compaſſion ; that we now learn to give 
unto God the things that are His, and unto Man 
what belongs unto him ; which 1s more Jargely de- 
clar'd by the Propher, Micah 6.

For this the Lord's voice evyeth untathe 
City, and therefore the Man of Wiſdow (he who hes 
dine W14outve mg axeumy xghkt Te nat xaxs, Senſes exer- 
ciſed to diſcern both Good and Evil) ſhopld in theſe 
things ſee God's Name ; ſhould read the lively Chara- 
ters of his Power, Wiſdom and Righteouſneſs, the 
bright diſcovery of his Glorious Excellence.

If a Magician - 
by an Inchanted Glaſs can do this, he may as well by the help of

' on the Imaginations of bewitched Perſons ; the Blood and Spi- 
rits of a Man, that is bitten with a Mad-Dog, are ſo envenomed,

people art leaſt. ke 07 Earn 

Furla, a Town about the. bigneſs of Paſcen;, 
and ſeated on'a rifing Hill amidſt Quarries of 
Stone, much of the nature of Marble, was nothing: 
more fortunate, , we having no other account of 
its Ruin, but what thoſe that ſaw it at a diſtance 
could give. It may be worthy of Remark, That 
in ſeveral: parts'of the Mountain about Furla, the 
Rocks, which formerly were almoſt as white as 
Genoa Marble, in the chinks that the Earthquake 
made among them, the Stones are now of a burnr 
Colour, as if Fire and Powder had been :us'd to 
rent them aſunder. The Fountains of Freſhwater 
wherewith thele Mountains do abound, haveloſt 
their clearneſs, and have: both a ſulphurous ſmell 
and taſte. The Inhabitants of Furla were recko 
to be near a thouſand Souls. 7 re ll 16 

A Town much greater than any: of the three 
laſt, Sciorti, {ciruated-ina pleaſant' Valley, and a 
rich Soyl, where the belt Rock-ſalr is digg'd, was 
likewiſe totally demoliſh'd by the ſhake of the 
11th, and now nothing bur yaſt heaps of Rubbiſh, 
and which is ſtrange, a Church belonging to a 
Benedifine Nunnery , yet intire, are to be feen, 
where Sciorti oace ſtood : We know of none of 
the Inhabitants that have fſav'd themſelves from 
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ned

this Calamity, and'they are reckoned to amount to 
wo thouſand Souls. | 

The ſame Fate befel Hilitello, no inconſidera- 
ble Town, whereof the Inhabitants were eſteemed 
pretty rich, by the means of one of the moſt conſi- 
derable Manufa&turies of Silk that was in Sicily. 
It's probable this place was deſtroy'd before the 
ſhake of the 11th; for the Countrey-people, who 
dwell on the Neighbouring Ridge of Mountains, 
do affirm, that it was not to be ſeen upon the 1 1th 
in the Morning : But at what preciſe time it was 
ſ{wallowed up, they cannot tell, being that for 
three days before, they could not ſee ſo far as Mi- 
litello, by reaſon of a thick Fog which continued 
from Twelve a Clock of the 8th day, till the 
Morning of the 11th. It's ſcarce to be imagined 
what a ſurpriſing Change this place has under- 
gone. For a conſiderable part of the Mountain 
that lay on the North-ſide of the Town, has been, 
through the violence of the Earthquake, torn aſun- 
der, and the one half has oyerwhelm'd the Town : 
There being a vaſt Chaſmanow to be ſeen betwixt 
It, and the ather part of the Mountain that re- 
main'd ſtill in its farſt poſture : Militello might pro- 
bably contain about- 6000 people, whereof no 
_ is left to give Tidings how its Calamity came 
aDOurt. 


= Luochela 
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Enochela had notaltogether {q bad a Fate-as the 
former. This place felt the ſhake of the 9th very 
feverely ; inſomuch'that a great parrof the Houſes 
fell by it. Fhe Inhabitants over and above this; 
and ſome former ſhakes, had another Prognoftick 
of the Ruin that was coming or the'pltce, 'which 
influenced a conſiderable number of them to letve 
the Towh upon the 9th at night. There was an 
old Caſtle, which ſtood upon a rifing ground, fore 
two miles from Luochela, faid tor have been built 
by the Romans iti the time of the Punick War. This 
Caſtte was, in the view of the People of Lubttet 
ſwallowed upin a moment, and no remaining Ve- 
ftige was to be ſeen where it ftood ; bur inftead 
thereof, there guild- up a prodigions quantiry of 
Waters, whictrin's few hours made op a. very con- 
ſiderable- Lake where the Caftle: had fiood.'So'thit 
ir is ro che'#fhrightfal view of this Caftle's being 
overrurn'd, that more than the half of the People 
df the Towr' owe their fafety, as having fled the 
Town .upon ffeht'theteof. The reftof the Town 
and Inhabitants were utterly deftroy'd on the 1 1th; 
and now there' remains nothing bat vaſt heaps of 
Rubbifh where the Town formerly ſtood. Laos 
thels might probably contain rwo thoufand peo- 
ple; whereof near the half are deſtroyed, _ 
Palonia, a very pretty little Town, very well 
built, and endowed with one of the beautifulleſt 
| Churches | 


, 
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Churches in the.whole Iſland; felt ſeveral ſhakes, 
of which thoſe of the 9th and 11th were the moſt 
terrible. "The Church was ſhattered in a thouſand 
places ; andthe Dome: was ion [the 1 xth thrown 
down, which broke the High Altar-to pieces, and 
cruſh'd to death ſome 300'people; with the Prieſt 
that was ſaying Maſs. There 'xwas lirrle other 
damage done in Palonia; . moſt: of the: People ha- 
ving betaken themſelves to the Fields, \upon the 
Accident that betel the Domeiof the Church. $6 
that the loſs has not been fo great, neither in the 
fall of Houſes, nor death of people; in Palowa, 
25 1t was:n moſt other Towns aboutit, 
 Buchino, a canſiderable Village; eſcaped |very 
near as well as the Town of Palonia, moſt of 
the Houſes being thrown down, but ſcarce any 
of the peeple kill'd, though ſomemuch bruiſed. 

Scadia, .a Baxrgh about the bigneſs of the other, 
was — ſhaken -on the x 14, and about 150 
people kill 'd by the fall of the Church in thecime 
of Mais. Within a mile of this Village there was 
a Lake about two miles about , and very deep. 
Ine ſhake of the 9th was ſeen clearly to occalipn 
the leflening of the Water-of the Lake, ſorhatir 
was dvy tor forme paces round rhe Banks. 'Byt 16 
firange was the.cfte&tof the ſhake ofthe 4 1 upor 
this Lake, that-mear the midſt of it there opened? a 
large Caſma, which fwallowedinpialichevenidin- m

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ing Water, and left the whole Channel dry Land; 
which continues lo. 4 

Another Village called Chivramonte, had yet: a 
worſe Fate. The ſhake of thegth. ſhattered the 
Houſes, but that of the. 11th. overturn'd them 
all together, and buried the [nhabitants in their 
Ruins, which were computed to be between 
three and four Hundred. 

Monteruſſo was conſiderably fhaken both on: the 
11th, and gth. but the only loſs of the People 
was of about 200 that fled into the Caſtle, ſtand- 
ing upon an Eminence for ſhelter, who were; 
with the Caſtle it ſelf, buried in the Ground, and 
the place where it ſtood is now a Pool of Water 
of a briniſh Taſte. 

The Beautiful Town of /izzmi underwent a 
Fortune like that of Catanea, Scarce any Place 
feem'd more ſecure from ſuch Accidents than it ; 
for it lay ona riſing Hill, made up'of nothing bur 
hardeſt Stones. of the nature of Marble ; yet on 
the 9th. and ſome days before,it felt ſeveral ſhakes, 
which did nogreat damage, by reaſon of theBuild- 
ings being all of Stone. However the Inhabi- 
tants began to- fear the worſt, and moſt of the 
People of Quality and Faſhion went out of 
Town, and ferled themſelves in Tents upon the 
Hill above the Town. But thinking as hazard 
was over, as. finding no fhakes all the-1oth. they 

| returns, 
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retutn'd homie on:the 11th, in the Morning, and 
within ſome Hours thereafter they and the Town 
were {wallowed up. Fhe Inhabitants were rec- 
koned to amount to 35 00 Souls. jy: 
Thejlarge Village of Madica, containing about 
1400 People, was ſo ſuddenly ſwallowed up on 
the 9th, that no one Perfon eſcap'd ; and it was in- 
deed:the only Place of the whole Iſland that re- 
ceivedinot its full Ruin by the ſhake of the r1th.. 
This was not the firſt time that: Modica has been 
laid in heaps by. Earthquakes ;. for within theſe 
Hundred years, it has twice changed its Seat; 
though till now-the People. were all ſo: happy as: 
to ſaye themſelves, and to-ſeek for-new:. Seats. 
Within two Miles of this Place, there runs: a: 
ſmall River along a very narrow bur fruitful. Val- 
ley, which in ſome places admits: of high Cata- 
radts, through the great inequality of the Channel: 
By the ſhake of the 1 xth there is a Hill thrown: 
over, or rather: athwart one of theſe Cataracts,' 
for ſome twenty paces breadth, fo that in that: 
place the River is not: to be ſeen, but creeps: un- 
der the Hill, and comes out again in its own or- 
dinary Channel below. The ſame Accident has 
happened to feveral Rivulets in Sicily; the Earth: 
being torn from the Brink, and thrown over - the: 
Rivulet, asit wereinthe formof' a. Vault, or:na-

The: 
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The Village Bi/enti felt albrhe ſhakes that hap- 
pened, but received no other damage'than'the 


fall of ſome of the Houſes, and the Briſing* to 
Death of about a Hundred Perſons. - 


Francofonte, a very pretty Town, and well: " 
habited, but Built moſt of Timber, received lic- 
tle Jamage by the Earthquake, chough it ſhook 
down {ome Houſes ; but what the Earthquake 
did not, the-Lightning and Thunder did: Forne- 
ver was there ſeen ſo terriblea Stormiofbeth theſe 
laſt, than Francofonte felt for three days rogether. 
The 5 pire of the Steeple , which was builc-of 
Woad, af covered with Lead; was burnt down; 
and' the Nunnery of the Carmelites os almoſt. ut- 
terly deſtroyed,” and that bo ſuddenty;thar' five af. -- 
the Nuns was ſtifled to Death in 4 ir Bads: bf 
the Wind had been high, -as 4t-was not, certainly 
the whole Fown” had boon burnt to Ales ; bar 
by neaſon.of the Calmnefs. bf xhe Wind; and the 
Cate of the Inhabitants, there were not aD6 Ve 
ewelveor fourteen Houſe: burnt. 

Cartontini, a Town of good: Trade, and very 
well inhabited, waspreatly ſhaken on. the gth, ife- 
veral Houſes being thrown down, and: the Peo- 
ple buried in their Ruins. On the 10th the Bi 
ihop and Magiftrates exhorred the Inhabrrants to 
remove out $1 the Town to the Fields, for even 
then there was ſome ſmall cremblings ofthe E:2rch 
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pogo. balf Hour. - Tho People began

There is to-be ſeen from' the Brink 
of this Caſma I mentioned, the Tops of fome of 
the Houſes, a great way below the Superfice of 
the ground ; and out of this Cavity there comes 
a Sulphurous Smell, like.to choak any-bady: that 
comes near it, One of the Churches -that are 
Ruind, was that of Sanfa Barbara., Famous 
through all Sicily for .che Miracles done at the 
Shrine of that Saint, and in which'was ſome of the 
beſt Sculpture, eſpecially that of the Alrar-piece; 
that could be ſeen in-any place of the Chriſtian 
World. i 


The Town of Scodia felt the ſhakes of 'the gth 
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and 11th as fiercely as any. Yet, which: was 
ſtrange, the Town it ſelf received no damage ; 
but the Biſhop's Palace, a very Beautiful and new 
Building, was overturn'd on the -gth, and about 
T'weaty four Perſons periſh'd_in-its-Ruins.  |'The 
Biſhop had not gone out but at; Hbar before; ha- 
ving held a Meeting of his Djocels in the Chap- 
pel of his Palace in the Morning; ſo that he and 
they were all ſav'd. 


| Specafurno, a Town of a-confiderable bigneſs, 
lying on the South fide of a Hill all planted with 
Vineyards, and very well Inhabited, fell under 
the common Calamity, The ſhake of che ve

did it but little hurc, only the Convent of the 
Capuchins was deftroyed ; but all the 10th from 
Morning till Night, there was never heard ſo 
violent a Storm of Thunder and Lightning, as if 
Heaven and Earth had been mixing together. 
By the Lightning the Town-houle, a very Regu- 
lar Building , was burnt down to the Ground, 
with ſeveral other Houſes. Some few of the In- 
habitants fled out of the Town on the 1oth at 
Night, and ſo eſcaped the Deſtruction that befel 
the reſt upon the 11th, That ſhake brought over 
the whole Town in a Moments time ; and there 
now remains nothing but vaſt heaps of Rubbiſh 
where Specafurno ſtood. To the South fide of the 
Town, about a Mile, there lyes a very plealant 
freſh-Water- Lake abounding in Fiſh, which now 
is almoſt all dry Land ; only what Water remains 
in one end of ir,is of a Briniſh Taſte, and of a Black 
Colour, the Fiſh being all dead on the Shore. 
It's remark'd by the Peaſants that live on the Hills 
about this Town ; that the Thunder, and Light- 
ning which happened on the 10th, has ſo far 
burnt all the Vines, that they expect no Grapes 
to grow on them next Year: Not only {o, bur 
they-ſmell a ſort of Sulphurous Smell, and feel a 
kind of a-Bituminous Dew upon the Ground. all 
thereabout. The People that periſh'd in Spega- 
furno are computed to amount to 3500 at leaſt, 
912.1 E, - there 
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there being about 3oo only that ſav'd themſelves 
by a timely flight the day before. 

| Sicily could not brag of a better-built Town, 
and a Place of better "Trade, confidering its di. 
tance from the Sea, than the Town of Scichilo 
was. This Place ſeem'd to be deſign'd by Na- 
ture to fall by an Earthquake, for within theſe 
Fifty Years it has been in hazard Eight times, 
Five Years ago it had a very conſiderable ſhake, 
which indamaged ſeveral of the Houſes, and over- 
turn'd a Church Dedicated to St. Roch. Burt all 
this was nothing to what befel it in this laſt Earth- 
quake. The trembling of the Earth began to be 
felt on the 8th at Night, and within twenty four 
Hours time there ſucceeded above twenty ſhakes 
one after another, thelaft ſtill exceeding the firſt 
in violence. At laſt the ſhake of the 11th, inſtead 
of overturning the Town, as in moſt other Places, 
the Earth here ſunk down, and in leſs than two 
Moments the Town vani{h'd our of ſight. In 
its room there is now a ſtinking Pool of Water, 
where the Dome of the Church of St. Stephen, with 
a part of the Steeple of St. Salyator ſtands aboye 
the Warer. It's thought there was no one fav'd 
of all the Inhabitants of this pleaſant Town; 
and they were Calculated to be about the number 
of Six. or. Seven Thouſand Souls. : 
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There ſtood a very: ſtrong. Caſtle, built after 
the Gothick Faſhion on:the Eaſt fide of the: Town, 
belonging to the Pamily: of Cantelmi; it's now. all 
in heaps, and aboutthirty People butied alive in 
them. | ke $75 
Cefamero , a Village containing about 200 
Houſes, and ſeated on a riſing Ground, was mach 
ſhaken on the 8th, gth, and roth, but the ſhake 
of the 11th oyerturn'd the Church, whither mot 
of the People had fled for ſhelter, and to implore 
the Aid of St. Katherine of Sienna, whole Chap- 
pel there, was held in the greateſt Reverence ; 
they were all cruſh'd to Death with: the: fall of 
the Roof, being of Lead, and| little other damage 
done in the Village it ſelf. It is thought there 
were near 200 People periſh'd- in the Church; 
and ſome 20 in the Village. 

Sainto Croce, another: Village ſomething bigger 
than Cefqmero, was as ill ſhaken as the other, though 
there was not ſo many People kill'd. The Church 
here lands intire, and only the Houſes'that were 
made of Timber have ſuffered, and: inithem near 
a Hundred' of the Inhabitants, the reſt having 
fled to the Fields withourthe Town. - 


The little Town of Giamontano wasgreatly {ha- 
ken on the 1 1tþ, that whole quarter that lay-near- 
eſt the River being quite overturned, and. all 
the People kill'd; the reſt of the Town' eſcaped, 

= __ only 
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only a fmall Hoſpital near the South-gate- wag. 
funk into the ground, with. the People in it, 
which might amount to. 40. Thoſe that periſhed 
in the Quarter neareſt the River, were about 
350 Souls. 

The Tower of Licodia underwent very, near the: 
ſame Fate. All the Houſes of Timber were 
overwhelm'd by. the ſhake of the 11th, and in 
them about 3 oo of the Inhabitants. The Houſes 
of Stone ſtand. yet, though much ſhattered, and 
the Dome of the Church was burnt down by 
Lightning the day. before. "There is one thing 


more remarkable fallen. out near this Town, 


About a mile and a. balf from it, there is a pretty 


high ſteep Hill, famous for Pine-trees of a vaſt big. 
neſs, that grow. upon it.. The Lightning and 
Thunder has burnt down and ſcorch'd moſt of 
thoſe- Trees, and'on the top of the Hill there. is a 
Vulcano opened, out of which there aſcends con- 
ſtantly. a very thick Smoak , which 1s the more 
ſtrange, in that there was.no ſuch thing heard of in 


that part of-Siily before. 


| 'Zaci, a.very big Town, was greatly ſhattered, 
eſpecially in the faJl of two Churches.on the gth, 
the:time of Divine Service: Many. of-the Houſes 


of the Town were overturn'd on-the 11th, toge- 
ther with two Conyents ;. and particularly that of 


the- Minimes:, where was. kept St. Peter's Net , 'i 
= ' which.

which he took that' vaſt quanticy” of Fiſh men- 
rioned in the Goſpel, By the fall of the Houſes 
and Churches, there periſhed in all about 2000; 
People , whereof more than-the half died by the 
11 of the two Churches: 

La Motta, a Village, the moſt: famous:of the 
whole Iſhand; andthe ordinary retirement in the 
SUmmer-time of the Citizens of Palermo , was to- 
tally overturn'd'on the 9th, and-now there remaias 
no Veſtige of it, a Salt Pool ſucceeding in its 
place. The Inhabitants were reckoned-to be about 
200 people. 

Thelaſt place of Sialy-I ſhall name;that felt this 
Earthquake, was Meſſina, a City of great Trade, 
Superb Buildings, and great Riches: The ſhake 
of the 9th was here felt lo fenh1bly,: that it Reuck a 
terror into the Inhabitants, that more than'half of 
them forſook the City, and betook themlelves to 
the Fields. Thoſe that remained, betook: them- 
felves to-their Devotions, and all the Churches 
were throng'd- with: the multitudes. of people, 
young and old}, that flocked to them: The Arch: 
biſhop of Meſſina had order:d 48 hours prayers to 
beſaid through the wholeCiry,and ſeveral Reliques 
to be carried in proceſſion to appeaſe.the wrath, of 
Heaven. Oa the 11th the whole. City-was ſe 
terribly ſhaken, that twenty f1x Palaces were over-- 
turaed;. and-a great many of the 'Timber-Houles, 

Every 
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Every body expected immediate death, and in vaſt 
multitudes run to the Cathedral, where the Arch-: 
biſhop of Meſſina preach'd, and ſaid Maſs, and 
x ns i gave Ablolution, as did all the Prieſts 
through the reſt. of the City by the Archbiſhop's 
Command. After abſolution given, every-body 
made the beſt of the way they could to eſcape 
from the common danger, and betook themlelves 
to the Fields, where they were not out of hazard 
through the violence of the T hunder, Lightning 
and Rain, that continued three days cogether. The 
Archbiſhop retird with the reſt, and at laſt che 
people did let up 'Tents to proret them from the 
Injuries of the Weather. There are but few peo; 
ple kill'd in Meſſina, but moſt of che Churches 
are ſhattered more or leſs, and the Chappel of the 
Archbiſhop's Palace overturn'd. 

This hi vr ſtroke of God was not only on 
the Land, but was felt alſo on the Sea. Por ſe- 
veral Ships and ſmaller Veſlels were drowned all 
_ along a Coaſt of the I{land, and even in Har- 
bours, by the violent agitation of the Water. 
Neither was there ever ſeen lo high, and fo im- 
petuous a Tyde as that of the 10th, being above 
three foot higher in moſt parts , than ever was 
heard-of #4

And Sicily, that was one _ che beaurifl R, richeſt 
and Copel 'ﬆ& 1fands in the World, 15-00W-4 heap 
of Rubbiſh, and a continued Deſolation: 

It's imp oflibleto make a compuration ofthe im-- 
menle Loſſes of Money , Merchandize, Houtes: 
and Lands. It may modeſtly be computed 10 at. 
leaſt fix Millions of Ducats ; and it will take an 
Age to repair the Damages it has made. The 
number of the Inhabitants that -periſhed in this 
afrighttul Calamity, may be fafely reckoned to 
come to 120000 Souls, over and above a vaſt 
number bruiſed by he fall of Churches and 
Houſes, whereof many are dead ſince, and ſome 
continue yet in hazard , which MAP; amount to: 
20000 more. 

This Terrible Earthquake has. comminicited it 
ſelf to the Iſland of Maliha on the one fide, and to: 
Calabria on the other ; and the Deſolations it has: 
made in both thoſe Places, are ſaid to be very 
great. When the Particulars come to us, we tha i 
give an ample Narrative of them...

beyond which they cannot paſs; this World being as a 
Womb to Eternity ; for what hath a certain Period of Time' 
to begin to decline in (as Men find between Twenty and Six- 
ty Years of Age) muſt terminate in Death, as its laſt and cer- 


tain Period. 

But as Embrio's of all Apes frequently prove abortive, 
from various Cauſes and Accidents, ſo are the Lives of Mul- 
titudes ſhortned in all the different Stages of Life, either by, 
Violence, or Diſeaſes. | 

Temperance, with proper Motion and Action, are abfolute- 
ly neceflary for all Perſons that would continue in Health, 
for helping forward due Circulation and Perſpiration. 

Abſtinence, 'if timely us'd, will help ſmall Excelles in their 
Beginnings; for whilſt many Diſorders come into the Body 
through the Mouth , the prudent regulating of, that 3s of

And, 
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And, as in Health, Temperance is better than Phy ſick to 
keep Men ſo, therefore, it highly concerns every Man to' 
conſider what Management ſuits his own Conſtitution beſt. - 

The Food we take every Day, doth make freſh Addition 
to our Blood, 1n order to be tranſmitted to every Part of- 
the Body, 1n ſuch a ſuitable Quantity and Temper as may 
be there wanted, tho” 1t 1s very crude 1n the Chyle of the' 
firſt Digeſtion, | 

Therefore the Blood muſt paſs through ſeveral Glands and 
Digeſtions, of which every ane throws out an Excrement, ' 
before that Fluid 1s fit to enter into the various: ſmall Veſ- 
ſels of the Body, eſpecially thoſe fine ones, which are in 
the Brain ; the Brayn being the Root of the Nerves, and from 
it they receive their Motion.

But when there 3s. not a right Diftindtion in which Di- 
geſtion the Diſtemper 1yes, and yet giving a good Medicine, 
that might be effeCtual for a Diſtemper which lyes in anather 
Digeſtion, 1t may do more hurt than good ; - 

By which Means many good Medicines have been lefſen'd 
in Efteem,, as well as the great Diſappointment it hath. been.

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to the Phyſician and Patient ; as hath- ſometimes been the 
Caſe of that great Specifick the Peravian Bark. 

Now when, by the Continuance of any Indiſpoſition, all 
the Digeſtions come to be infeted, which make a Compli- 
cation of Diſtempers, and the Strength of the Patient is 
much waſted, the Diſtempers then may require other Sort of 
Remedies: As when the Patient 1s 1n eminent Davger, that 
the common Courſes of Nature cannot be wholly attended 
upon; Bliſtering, Bleeding and Vomitting, »are frequently 
us'd, beſides what Medicines are.internally given.

For, as by the different Preparations of Antimony and 
Mercury, there are already found out ſeveral very different 
Medicines, of great Efhicacy, from the ſeveral Changes of 
their Fextures; ſo other Preparations by the fame Reaſon 
may produce from them, or other Subjecs, ſome new and - 
greater Diſcoveries. | 

An Ounce or two of Suet wall ſtop the Rage of the great- 
eſt Copper of boiling Sugar, being thrown 1nto it; and the 
Smoke of a little Sz/phur, ſtop the Fermentation of the big- 
geſt Cask of Wine ; and a ſmall Piece of Regulus of Anti- 
-mony, give an Emetick or Vomitive Quality to. many 'Tuns

this rich and populous City, .it'is a Truſt, (that by 
k. the Permiſhon of Heaven your fellow Citizens have 
choſen you into) which greatly adds to your Stewardſhips, 
the Welfare of many which are within the Limits of this Ci- 


ty, doth ſo much depend upon your prudent Management 
eſpecially os the Poor. . There 
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There are ſeveral Hoſpitals under your Care , founded 
ſome Apes ago (beſides that of your Wark-houſe, ſet up in the 
Mayoralty of Sir Humphry Edwin) ſince which, as our People 
are much increas'd, ſo are our neceſ{itous Poor; .which there- 
fore require a further Proviſion ſujtable to their Wants. 

And one conſiderable Branch of theſe Poor, are the di- 
firefs'd Children call'd: the Black Grard,* who are {oine of the 
moft helptefs Part of humane Nature, whoſe Ignorance and 
Neceſſities expoſe: them the moſt eaxly to all manner of 
Immorality and Profaneneſs, whilſt ſuch of them who 
eſcape being ſtarv'd with Hunger and Cold, or ſome rotten 
or malignant Diſtemper doth not prevent ; after having 
done many irreparable Miſchiets, frequently ſupply your 
Jayk and Gibbets with miferable Maletactors. 

The longer it is before they are taken care of, they will 
grow the more numerous, and difficult to be reclaim'd ; it 
not being eaſy for ſuch who have been accuſtom'd to do Evil, 
to do good; and as Neceſſity hath no Law, Hunger will 
break Stone-Walls ; private Perſons being afraid to take them 
out of the Streets. 

Whilft every Day that they are negleced, they not only 
infeſt the Streets of this City, but rt may be the Loſs of 
Souls in another World, and of a uſeful Pofterity in this; 
that might be the Founders of ſome noble Families, under 
a good! Education, as well as that many cf them may have 
deſcended from eminent Citizens and Gentry : Which Refor- 
mation will be much more Glory and Honour. to Magiſtrates, 
than the Power of executing Severities upon any of them 
when they become Crimanals.

But, until ſufficient Proviſion 1s made for the ſeveral Sorts 
of Poor, the Magiſtrates Difficulties are the greater; when 
miſerable Obje&ts are brought before them, out of the Streets, 
whom Neceſſity forceth to appear there, to receive. hore 
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Alms, which the Donors had much rather gyve'-to- them if 
they were in Hoſpitals, as being then mu leſs lyable to 
be 1mpos'd upon by Cheats ; the City Work-houſe hath de- 
tected ſeveral that have cumber'd your Streets ; as Blind, 
Dumb and Lame.

not amount to above the third Part of a Farthing a Day to.

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And if the Number of Governors were doubled or trebled 
In every Ward, it would advance the Service, by giving a 
more - general Information and Satisfa&ion to the Citizens, 
as well as increaſe its Benefactors; and the pood Effects of 
the Work-houſe would be much more viſible, when' by ſui- 
table Collections thoſe Governors ſhall be Enabled to provide 
for all Sorts of Poor,” which is neceſflary to clear. your Streets 
of them.

© The Work bouſe hath been a great Eaſe to Bridewell, it ha- 
ving receiv'd above five Thouſand grown Vagrants in its 12 
Years Infancy, ſince it hath been founded ; beſides above 
twelve Hundred Children : 

It is the only Houſe of Hoſpitality of that Sort, which is 
- ſupported at the Citizens Charge, which if 1t had not been 
rais'd, Bridewell could have done little more than have taken 
its Criminals in at one Door, and let them out at the other ; 
and what Vices and Miſchiefs will abound in your Streets, 
when ſuch a corrupt Body {hall be let looſe into them.

Ts by Colle&ing of all forts of Mechanicks, and Husband- 
men, 1n a due Proportion to the Occaſion that there ma 
be for 'each Trade and Employment among them, upon ſo

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-our Indigent Poor in Manufactures, and Husbandry, in a due 
proportion to their wants of both, 1s the moſt certain way 
of -1mploying them with Advantage. For as theſe Poor are 
thrown out of any Trade, that are more then ſufticient to 
ſupply the-general want of the Nation ; fo the colle&ing

And if I may be allowed the compariſon (without. a 
Smile) I think them like the Scraps of Paſte the Cooks clip 
off the Edges of their Mince-Pyes and Tarts, when they 
have Lided them; which bits, tho' to ſome they may ap- 
pear waſt and uſeleſs; yet the Artiſt by working of theſe 
Scraps together, will make as good a Pye of them, as 
of any of the others they were crop'd from as Superfluous. 
One. bright Pattern will ſhine to every County of the 
Kingdom, and when the Method hath been thoroughly 
try'd, and ſucceeds well, it will make them as fond of ſuch 
Settlements among them, as People were to the late publick 
Subſcriptions at the Bank, 
_ -Our Forrefts and great Commons, (make the Poor that 
Are upon them too much like the Indians) being a hindrance 
to Induſtry, and are Nurſeries of Idleneſs and Infolence, If 
they were made liable to be divided by a Writ of Partition, 
In proportion to every one's Right, much of thoſe Lands 
would be greatly improved, and many of thoſe Poor bred 
to a more Induſtrions and Honeſt way of living, and each 
of them having a piece of Land added to their Cottage to 
work upon, they will be of more value (when ſo incloſed) 


than their -Commonage is to them now.

"Twenty Shillings ſaved every Year, and put to Intereſt at 
6 per Cent, or uſed in Trade, or Husbandry, with the ſame 
Advantage, in Fifty Eight Years time comes to Five Hun- 
dred Pound. oY | p ? 
Therefore Two Millions and a half thus ſaved, or got Year- 
ly, by a full and ſuitable 1imploying of our Poor, for the 
improving of all the ſeveral Parts of the Nations Riches, 
would in that proportion, in Fifty Eight Years, come to 
One Thouſand Two Hundred and Fifty Millions z; which is 
Four times as much, as all the __ in the Kingdom are 
. now 
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ow worth; for if they are Fifteen Millions a Year, at- 
Twenty Years Purchaſe, that comes but to Three Hundred

Whereas in Fifty Eight Years time, ſuch a Body as our 
preſent Indigent Poor are, would be able, (if imployed a- 
bout it) to turn all our Waſt Lands into Fruitful Fields, 
Orchards and Gardens; and their mean Cottages into Col- 
leges, and fill our Barns with Plenty of Bread, and our 
Store-Houſes with ManuftaQures, which would greatly in- 
courage the- increaſe of our People. | 

China ts Ten times as. big as Great Britain, and yet it's. 
faid, that there is no waſt Land in that Empire, and they 
are the Richeſt Nation in the Werld, yet they never ſent 
One Ship into Europe. | 
| And tho' they have Twenty times more People than we, 
yet the Poor there are well and decently clad, their Poor 
being all imployed; they pfoviding Work ſuitable even for 
the Lame, Blind and Dumb. 

But whilſt much of cur Corn and Cloth want vent, 
Thouſands of our Poor 1n a great meaſure are without both, 
for want of Imployment. 

Oar Riches conſiſt very little in our Money, 1n com- 
pariſon of the other parts of our Eſtates., for what 1s Four- 
teen Millions of Money in this Kingdom, to Three Hundred 
Millions which the Nation may be valued at; or the Money 
every Private Man 1s Maſter of, in comparifon of the value- 
of all the reſt of his Eſtate, in. Land, Hovſing, or Goods. 

Therefore if we well cor:ider, what our Riches, chiefly 
conſiſt in, it will the plainer appear, what ſort of Foreign 
Trade, as well as what ſort of Imployment of our People, 
hath moſt increaſed the value of the Kingdom, ſince it was 

a Wilderneſs and firſt Inhabited. | | 

What our Anceſtors did to 1mprove their Lands, Houſing, 

Ec. is. now accounted our Riches; but for the Wine, Silks 
and Sauces, which they Imported, (for their Pleaſure): 
were their Expences, and have added little or nothing to 
the preſent value 'of the Kingdom. 

And' 1t may be conchaded that the fame Method in our 

Age will produce the ſame Effect to our Poſterity,

rt. Thoſe which give a neceſſary Supply ſor our preſent Sub- 
fiftance,. Pleaſure, 'ar Curioſity, app 10 ar Tearly Ex- 
pences : of which nothing deſcends to our. Heirs. 

2d. Thoſe which Transfer any Riches to our Poſterity, may 
be accounted a laſling Improvement to the Kingdom. 

2d. Thoſe which run into the Exceſs of Pride and Luxury, 
ſuch Trades or Imployments will then be our Extravagancy, 
and tend to Impoveriſh us and our Fofterity ; and conſequently 
ſo far the Publick ſuffer. 


For tho' ſome Traders may grow Rich, by ſupplying

tion Pays and Spends a Hundred Thouſand Pounds for tt ; 
the Spenders leaving Three times the leſs Eſtates to ther 
Heirs by thoſe Expences, than the Dealers get for theirs by 
Selling of them. 
_ When the Timber, Iron, and other laſting Commodities 
that have been fetch'd irom Swede/and, Norway, and other 
Places; and thoſe raifed at home for Building: with other 
Improvements on the Land, &:. are the valuable 'Monu- 
ments which our Predeceſlors have left us of their good 
Husbandry and Improvements, 

Wherefore a full and regular Imployment of our Idle and 
Diſtreſs'd Poor (and not others) in ſuch Colleges as I pro- 
poſe, upon our Lands, Buildings, ManufaQtures, and Fiſhery, 
will add much more Value to the Kingdom, than if we had 
a full Poſſkflion of all the Mines 1n No Indies; or a Diſ- 
covery of the admired Art of Tranſmutation ;' whilſt-as 
Money increaſeth in Quantity in a Nation, it decreaſeth in 
Value ; as a Sheep, which is now worth Twenty Shillings, 
ſome Ages ago was but One Shilling ; and an Ox then might 
have been bought for a Noble. Hoek 

And if all the Lead, and Iron in the Univerſe, were to 
be Tranſmuted into Gold, the World would not be the 
Richer ; but the Poorer for i, by the value of thoſe vin 
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the Lead and Iron would be wanted for: And there wonld 
' Not be One Pound of Bread, nor an Inch of Cloth, nor a 
Cottage the more by it, to ſupport the Life of One Man. 
As the Mines, in a-great meaſure,. have occaſioned the De- 
populating and. Impoveriſhing of Spar, ſo they will in part 
have the ſame effe& upon any other Nation, that ſhall diſ- 
eourage or neglect the 1mploying. of their People: at Home, 
by dependingwpon the Treaſure of thoſe Mines. 

_ And if every Man in the World had a Million of- Money, 
there muſt be a ſuitable Number of thoſe Monied Men, 
Hewers of Wood, Drawers of Water, Plow-men, E&7:. or elſe 
_—_— would ſuffer and periſh, through Hunger or
